REPORT OF FIREWARDENS. 


ae 


The fact that no property has been destroyed by 
fire in our town during the past year is a matter of 
congratulation to all our citizens. We have had 
but one alarm of fire and in this case it was out 
when the department arrived on the ground. 

The equipment of the department is in first class 
condition. In the early summer we caused both 
engines to be inspected by a competent man from 
the Manchester Locomotive works. Pumps new 
packed and other necessary repairs were made to 
the amount of about fifty dollars. 

The citizens of Marlboro’ may well feel proud of 
their fire department which would do credit to a 
much larger town. The membership of both com- 
panys is made up largely of the best blood in the 
community, holding themselves at all times night 
or day, ready to respond to the alarm of fire. 

Items of general expenses, which we believe are 
lower than for most other towns of the size of 
Marlboro’, will be found in town reports. 

There has been purchased within the year 300 ft. 
new hose. We now have on hand 1300 ft. of good 
reliable hose and 350 ft. of very ordinary hose 
which can be used only on light pressure. We 
reccommend the purchase this year of 200 ft. more 
hose and ask the town to appropriate money for 


oh 
same. We believe the town should do this for the 
next two or three years, for by buying small lots 
each year it is not so much felt by the tax payer as 
waiting and buying in larger lots. 

The town of Swanzey started out this year with 
a steamer the same as ours and 2000 ft. of hose and 
a like amount is needed here. In our cold winter 
months it is seldom that water for fire purposes can 
be obtained only in the river and to reach all points 
it is of vital importance that the town provide plenty 
of hose so it can be laid out quickly to the point 
needed. We should have enough to lay it out in 
the highway aud not be obliged to consume time 
by going cross lots through snow and over walls. 

At the last annual town meeting a committee was 
appointed to confer and act with the firewardens in 
placing in the tower of the engine house, a fire 
alarm bell. While we have never had any regular 
meeting with:this committee, in talking the matter 
over in an informal way, it has seemed to be the 
unanimous opinion of this committee and the fire- 
wardens that first, the tower was not strong enough 
and-that it would cost quite a sum to make it so and 
again that the tower is needed for its present use, 
namely for drying hose and that the sum of money 
appropriated was altogether too small for the pur- 
pose. It has been thought by the firewardens that 
a striker could be put on to the bell on the Univer- 
salist church for much less money and that it would 
be more desirable. 

Another matter that seems to us of much import- 
ance is the need of a water supply in the vicinity of 
the library building. Not long since the town put 
in something to answer this purpose on land of 
Chas. Collins. We have carefully examined this 
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place and believe it of no use. The water is 
extremely filthy. It would be almost impossible to 
get at it in cold weather and would do more damage 
to the engines than all the property it could save. 
We do believe however that the brook about 
opposite the residence of W. McRoy could be made 
available for this purpose for one hundred dollars 

or less.

HEALTH BOARD REPORT.

The year has been one of remarkable freedom 
from contagious diseases, not a case having been 
reported. : 

Early in the year, smallpox was reported epidemic 
in Harrisville and scarlet fever in Keene, which 
gave the citizens of this village a little uneasiness 
and suspicious cases were carefully watched, as little 
communication with the infected districts as possible 
was advised and the health board acting conjointly 
with the school board and the selectmen, ordered 
the discontinuance of all public gatherings for a 
month, also that the law in regard to vaccination be 
enforced. 

We feel to thank the people for their hearty 
cooperation in the matter, and their willingness to 
comply with the requirements of the board, thus 
aiding quite materially in our work. 

A few cases of unsanitary conditions in the line 
of neglected privies and foul sink-drains have been 
looked after and in all cases have been willingly 
corrected by the owners. If we can impress upon 
the people the fact that they can do much toward 
eliminating sickness and disease from their midst 
by being watchful and faithful in correcting all 
unsanitary conditions coming under their own 
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supervision, we shall have gone a long way toward 
making this a community of Health and Thrift.

REPORT OF 
THE SUPERVISOR OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board: 


With a degree of satisfaction I present you with 
my second annual report as supervisor of the public 
schools of Marlboro’. It has been a fortunate year 
with us in many respects, especially, as to the health 
of our town; it has not been visited by any epidemic 
or destructive disease: so but few pupils have been 
necessarily detained from school through sickness. 

We have had thirty-six weeks during the financial 
year. This time has enabled the scholars to hold 
their grade and perform in the main the required 
work in order to hold their rank with the best 
schools of the county. Our aim should be to have 
our schools first-class. This is of the highest 
importance so far as the prosperity of the town is 
concerned. Let her public schools be of a high 
rank and Marlboro’ will be sought by parents for 
an abiding place, who shall have children to educate; 
otherwise, in spite of its attractive and beautiful 
scenery and natural advantages, it will be neglected 
and shunned; real estate will decrease in value and 
the character of the citizens will retrograde. Ifthe 
young are not properly educated, they cannot make 
worthy citizens; they will not become fitted to fulfil 
the duties of church and state. Accordingly, in 
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giving good support to our schools, we are not 
impoverishing but increasing the real wealth of the 
town. Of course in thts work we cannot afford to 
have any waste of money. We should always 
practise economy but guard strenously against being 
small or stingy as to supplying the needed helps for 
eur schools, realizing the fact that, “As are the 
schools, so will be the town.’ Upon reflection, it 
does seem, that all must desire to do with their 
might to make our publie schools of the highest 
order and thus render them not merely bulwarks 
but ornaments to the bestowments of nature and the 
civic enterprises of our town. 
ele ies. 

There have been the last year but few changes in 
our teachers. ‘This has been fortunate, for teachers 
tried and equal to their positions, should be kept so 
long as they prove themselves equal to the demands 
laid upon them; however,no teacher should be empl- 
oyed longerin aschool than hecan keep it advancing 
tnscholarship and moral standing. The good of the 
school should always be first with us, not the con- 
venience of a teacher. The welfare of one should 
not weigh down that of many. 

The grades from the high school tothe primary, 
have been doing excellent work. The teachers 
have striven for thoroughness. The reviews and 
examinations have shown marked progress. We 
are sure that, as far as our curriculum extends, our 
pupils for mastering what they go over will compare 
favorably with those of any other schools. 

Though special attention has been given to the 
elements of learning, still we would encourage more 
painstaking in teaching spelling, pronunciation, 
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diacritical symbols and their use, mental arithmetic 
and drilling particularly upon reading problems. 

Unless pupils shall be trained as to natural and 
mental sight, they will not see so as to read and get 
hold of the real thought in any branch of learning. 
As they begin to use books they should be taught 
all there is in a lesson as to the words, pauses and 
characters used. The little things come verily to 
be the important things. A pupil is not prepared 
to advance from one book to another, or from one 
subject to another, until the first is mastered and 
thus made a stepping stone to something higher. 

The truly successful teacher is the one that by 
theory and practice works to the end of giving the 
very highest instruction, which will build up mind, 
character and body symmetrically, thereby forming 
such habits in his pupils,as to render their habits 
their friends. 

For the most part, we feel, that our teachers 
while in charge of their schools, have been earnestly 
devoted to them, giving them mainly their time and 
thought. The teacher can impart only what he 
possesses, therefore, he cannot teach what he does 
not thoroughly understand. Most of our teachers 
take some school journal; this is as it should be; to 
be up with the times, we must know what the times 
are achieving. Our teachers are to be commended 
and gratefully respected for the noble work they 
have done in our schools the last year.

A large majority of the pupils have been in our 
schools the past year, we have reason to believe, for 
the purpose of improvement. We are hoping that 
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all are coming to realize that our schools are for the 
special purpose of imparting instruction and strength- 
ening moral character. They no longer should be 
regarded as reform institutions, to be ruled over by 
the master of the birch and the ferrule. “The home 
is the place where children should learn strict 
obedience and self government, that they may enter 
the school with the consciousness that they must 
live up to the regulations, which are made for the 
protection and the good of all the scholars; so that 
if they will not regard the wholesome requirements, 
they will not be permitted to remain in school to its 
detriment, or certainly to the injury of the other 
members. We have not been wont to realize that 
it is a decided wrong to hinder pupils from doing 
their best, as has often been the case by allowing 
one bad boy to continue in school till he broke it, 
up. After using all moral and wholesome means to 
reform without dallying very long, if this should 
not be effectual in restoring the fallen, then he 
should be excluded from the school at least until 
by his conduct, he shall show true repentance and 
solemnly promise, if permitted to return, that he 
will live up strictly to all the school regulations. 

To have model schools, we must have model 
pupils and these we will be likely to have when we 
shall have model homes. 

We know that some youths are liable to have an 
overweaning estimation of themselves and conclude, 
carrying their heads high, that they know about 
everything that is worth knowing. Such need to 
know that teachers having them under their charge, 
have fools for pupils and, if they feel to instruct 
themselves, they have fools for masters. Such are 
not honest and right, and none are safe in any other 
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condition. But let one’s pride become thoroughly 
subdued and he will be like the basal slopes of Ve- 
suvius. [he volcano is terrible while its eruption lasts 
and the lava runs down burning hot; but when that 
is past and the molten mass becomes cool, it grows 
vineyards and olive trees in luxuriant proportions. 

When flowers are full of dew they always hang 
their heads. Ears of wheat that yield sixty and a 
hundred fold are sure to droop low to the ground. 
The true scholar is certain to be humble, anxious 
to be taught. 

There have been a few instances of truancy dur- 
ing the year, whichis much to be regretted for it 
causes an irrepable loss to the truants themselves. 

A tew cases of profanity have been reported in 
two of our schools which has appeared to be confined 
to the smaller boys; this has lowered their moral 
standing as the deportment shows, which we hope 
will be instrumental in breaking up the bad practice 
before it become a fixed habit. 

During the fall term some of the boys in the vil- 
lage undertook to introduce smoking about the 
school buildings and a few of them practised it upon 
the street and did not desist from its use, until they 
found that they could no longer remain in school, 
if they persisted in its use away from home. So 
the law is, as long as one is a pupil in our schools, he 
cannot use tobacco in the school buildings, on the 
grounds around them, nor in public places. 

The mischief-maker, whispering, still remains in 
some of our schools. We trust it will very soon be. 
fought unto death so that the monster will not 
tantalize children and hinder them from being 
independent in thinking and accomplishing the 
most satisfactory mental and moral results. 
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It is highly gratifying to report that our oldest 
students, especially those in the high school rank 
well in deportment and scholarship. Their influ- 
ence as a whole has been good upon the other pupils 
uplifting rather than destructive.’ In fact we should 
not be satisfied until we reach that pitch, when it 
will be made difficult for the young to go astray. 

This is more than possible; and should without 
much delay be made actual. This would soon be 
the result, if aH the children, parents and citizens 
did their very best. 

The tendency of the times is towards the fusion 
of races. It is impossible to arrest this trend. The 
best that we can do, is to prevent the effacement of 
national virtues, uniting minds and hearts in think- 
ing the best thoughts and doing the best deeds, and 
then the young and all will grow into a oneness _ of 
aim and purpose to serve God and elevate man. 


BREE Nay, 


When children are born to parents, would that 
they might realize the responsibility placed upon 
themselves. Itis a moral obligation, as though the 
All-Wise had sent an angel with a scroll having 
written on it, “Look after the right education of 
these well beloved ones, so that in due time they 
may return to heaven full grown and perfected men 
and women, to work in the Father's vineyard.” In 
that case they would not be treated as fondlings for 
a little while as mere vassals to earn money, almost 
as soon as they get out of their swadlings. They 
certainly would not regard them as pleasure baubles, 
- or mere songs of harmony or pictures of delight, 
nor would they be scorned as vexatious troubles 
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and destroyers of peace and comfort in the house- 
hold but they would be discovered to be immortals, 
to be so awakened, enlightened and governed in 
the home and trained in the schools as to make a 
safe pilgrimage through the seen to the unseen 
realm. No other relation is so divine as that of 
parent to child, and no other work is so exalted as 
that of a parent's dispensing his whole duty in bring- 
ing up a child, so that should the latter make a 
misuse of life, no blame could be attached for the 
fall to the former. Were all parents thus condi- 
tioned they would control their offspring and give 
them the very best education the times afforded. 
They would not allow their children to be out of 
school when in session, if it could be possibly 
prevented. 

We are sorry that there are some parents in our 
town who seem disposed to evade the law whenever 
they can by keeping their children out of school. 
Now this is doing great injury to all concerned, 
hindering children from becoming the men and 
women they ought to be, thus wasting character 
and money. By such violation the last year from 
one-fourth to one-third of our school money has 
been wasted. By some means parents ought to be 
so moved and transformed, as not to have this occur 
again. Indifferent parents are mainly to blame for 
this wanton abuse of the young and the community 
atlarce. 

About the same number of visits have been made. 
to the schools this year as last; however but very 
few men have been into them. 

If parents do not go into the schools they have 
no moral right to judge them, or find fault with 
them. In all our school experience we have heard 
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but little complaint against the schools on the part 
of those who have been acustomed to visit them, 
and so from personal observation have come to 
know just what is being done in them. If parents 
will only inspect them and then come to the proper 
school authorities, showing wherein there are 
wrongs and defects, we are sure that efforts will at 
once be made to remove all hindrances from the 
schools. It is exceedingly pleasant for the super- 
intendent to have parents,as they have opportunity 
come to him and talk about their children, learning 
facts as to their studies and deportment. The lead- 
ing drawback to the cause of public education 1s, 
parents do not devote the time and attention to the 
needs and demands of their children that they 
should, for the reason that transient matters weigh 
down eternal interests. |

The supervisor has made more than 160 visits 
during the year to your schools, besides attending 
several business meetings and holding four teachers’ 
meetings. 

The school buildings are now in a fair condition. 
Those in No. 2 will soon want painting outside. At 
the end of the school, year there will need be made 
some slight repairs in all the school houses such as 
painting blackboards, dressing over the tops of the 
desks and putting dustless dressing upon some of 
the floors. 

The janitors for the most part have been quite 
faithful in fulfilling their duty, as to looking after. 
the buildings, tending the fires, having a supply of 
wholesome water to drink, sweeping and keeping 
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floors cleanly, dusting the seats, chairs and tables, 
seeing that the windows are fast and doors locked 
at night, sheds and outbuildings kept in order and 
with the teachers, seeing that no damage is done to 
the school property and whenever there is, report- 
ing it as soon as may be to the proper authorities. 

Every one, serving as janitor should co-operate 
Mmostsiully with teacher or “teachers, and school 
officials in order to do all, he can for the success of 
the schools. 

Most of the pupils when they have done any 
damage to the property have come forward at once 
making known the fact and paying the damage. This 
is just, showing a disposition to be honest, One or 
two have acted the shirk and played false and 
thereby have disgraced themselves. 

Asa. general thing the text-books have been 
treated with care, the pupils seeming to realize that 
these books are the property of the town and so 
loaned to them, and, therefore, should never be 
abused. A few have been negligent in this respect; 
they have bent the covers of the books too far 
back, have allowed the corners of the leaves to be 
doubled down, and at times placed soiled hands 
upon the pages. Some pupils are inclined to use 
more paper in schools than is actually necessary 
and so are wasteful in this respect. 

It is to be greatly desired the coming year that 
all in any way belonging to our schools shall 
strive to remove the defects connected with them, 
and add all possible improvements to them. 

We are certain now that our schools are among 
the very best of any in the rural towns of our 
state. Let us continue to cherish and advance 
them, making them, as beacons to shed _ brightest 
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light far and wide through dale and over hill and 
plain, bringing great joy and gladness to home, 
church and state.

The general level of work done 
both by teachers and pupils has been raised, under 
the direction of an efficient Supt.

this town in the services of superintendent S. H. 
McCollester, D. D. Few complaints have reached 
the ears of the school board and the cause for these 
few have been removed so far as possible.
